Trolling for Trout--A Sport that is 
Sumewhat Mechanical Yet aot With- 
out Excitement -Observations on 


Fish and Fishing. 

Trolling with hand lines is the only 
way in which trout are taken in Pyr- 
amid lake. About eighty feet of line 
are used at this season. In winter a 
line much longer is employed. To 
the end of the line a “spoon” is at- 
tached bya swivel. This is a spoon- 
shaped piece of block tin which, re- 
volving rapidly in the water, attracts 
the fish by its brightness. A large 
hook 1s used, which is tied on several 
strands of fine gut attached by a foot 
or do of strong line to the spoon. 
Minnows, which abound in certain 
parts of the lake, are exclusively used 
for bait. They are caught in small 
seines, and kept alive in boxes sub- 
merged in the lake. The fishing is 
done entirely from boats. The fish- 
erman takes with him a can full of 
water, containing the live bait. The 
minnows are the fry of white fish, 
which abound in the Truckee river 
and lake, and grow to a weight of 
from one to two pounds. White fish 
rarely take the hook. Pyramid trout 
seldom take the young of their own 
species. The fishermen use nothing 
but young whitefish, the brighter the 
better. 

THE METHOD OF FISHING. 


Baiting the hook properly with a live 
minnow is an operation that requires 
some knack. Dead minnows are 
never put on the hook. You take 
your sprightly little minnow from the 
can, and hold it gently between the 
thumb and fore finger of the left hand. 
Then, with the right you insinuate the 
pcint of the hook down its throat and 
on beneath the skin, bringing out the 
barb under the bélly or on the side, 
close to the anal fin. A minoow thus 
baited appears to have swallowed the 
hook, the point and barb alone being 
visible. e process of baiting is 
rather a surprise to the minnow, and 
it manifests its fear by active wrig- 
gling. After afew minutes of use- 
fulness upon the hook, the minnow 
appears to lose its timidity, and re- 
mains ive in the water. As soon 
as the hook is baited it is thrown over- 
board, and the line is gradually paid 
out as the boat is rowed along at a 
moderate rate of speed. The fisher 
holds the end of the line in his hand, 
and a swinging motion of his arm 
keeps the bait; alternately revolving 
swiftly or quiescent in the water. The 
swiveis on the line prevent kinking 


and tangling. 
HOOKING A TROUT 


in this way requires no skill. The 
fish hooks itself, and when the fisher 
feels a tug at the line he hauls it in, 
hand over hand, and pulls his gasping 
prey into the boat. With a good 
trolling rod the sport would be mag- 
nificent, as the fish are all compara- 
tively large, and their capture with 
fine tackle would require considera- 
ble skill. Using the hand line, how- 
ever, there is more or less excitement 
attending the hooking and hauling of 
a large fish, Say a ten- pound trout 
seizes the bait. The contemplative 
angler, who is perhaps musing over the 
uliar charm of his surroundings or 
taking a drink of something or other, 
as the case may be, is suddenly 
awakened to a realizing sense of his 
situation. He clearly understands 
that the strain on his line means busi- 
ness. If he is philosophic, he tenderly 
feels his fish, as it were, by gently 
drawing on the line, Should he 
rudely jerk the line, the fish would be 
apt to resent it by breaking away 
from the hook, unless the barb had es- 
tablished such close relations with its 
gullet as to render that proceeding 
im practicable,
